Last spring I wrote about five 
young students from Croatia and 
Bosnia, refugees from the war, 
\vho were hoping to continue 
their education at Cabrillo 
College. They were running out 
of money, but our local Slavic- 
American Cultural Organization 
(SACO) sponsored a fund raiser 
for the girls to help with their 
expenses for this school year. 

One of the girls, Maja 
Balenovic, received a full 
scholarship to study at a 
University in Iowa, but Natasa 
Zelic, Irena Polic, Lajla Borovac, 
and Edina Bajraktarevic are still 
trying to pull good grades at 
Cabrillo. They had been living in 
a furnished apartment, but this 
last weekend they moved into a 
cheaper place, unfurnished, to 
save more money for school. The 
girls don’t have one piece of 
i|||urniture, or other household 
Wtems, and anyone who has 
something the girls might be 
able to use for their new 
apartment can leave a message 
for them at 476-5499.

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Memorial to the Genius 
from Smiljan> 

Who hasn’t heard of Smiljan. the s? 7 iall village near 
Gospic m Lika? In the largest world lexicons and en- 
cylopedias it has been noted that the village was the 
birthplace of Nikola Tesla, one of the pioneers and ori¬ 
ginators of modern elektrotechnics, a man whose ge* 
nius raised him from the Likan remoteness to the lop 
of world fame. By this, Tesla brought to fame his native 
Smiljan and his country, and indebted us to take care 
of and save for posterity a remembrance of the life 
and work of our genius. 

To this purpose the Parliament of the SR Croatia foun¬ 
ded a special committee to denote the personality and 
works of Nikola Tesla, which will continue the work of 
the formerly established committee at the Yugoslav 
Academy of Sciences and Art in Zagreb The Commit¬ 
tee of the Parliament is at present dealing with the 
realization of one of the most important tasks from its 
program - with the reconstinjction and restoration of 
the house where Nikola Tesla was born in Smiljan as 
well as other buildings which are in the protected zone, 
the Memorial Region Nikola Tesla. Here is what Ivo 
Vrhovec. their president and prominent socio-political

The Dominican Monastery Museum was officially ope¬ 
ned in the newly renovated east wing of the monastery 
in Dubrovnik, on August I6th. The rooms are being 
shown to the public for the first time, otherwise previo¬ 
usly inaccessible. The Renaissance archway walled up 
in the I7th centuiy has been exposed during recent re¬ 
novation. 

The oldest of the exhibited items is Early Croatian fret¬ 
work. Of the paintings, including works by Titian and 
other Italian masters, the most important group are fi¬ 
ve paintings from the Golden Age of Dubrovnik pain¬ 
ting. in the I5th and 16ih centuries (Dobricevic. Bozida- 
revic. Hamzic). The collection of paintings also includes 
some 20th century pieces, especially work by Bukovac 
and Dulcic. The librar^^ of the monastery desei'ves men¬ 
tion, it is one of the richest in the country. Several of 
the most valuable books are shown in the exhibition, 
including an 1 Ith century' bible, and books by Aristotle 
and Thomas Aquinus from the I3th century. A selecti¬ 
on of documents on the history of the Dubrovnik Domi¬ 
nican Monastery are also shown. The sacral objects dis¬ 
play the prowess of Dubrovnik goldsmiths. A special 
room is devoted to a collection of endowed jewelry that 
was made from the 15th to the I9th century 


worker said: 

^Our Committee plans to reconstruct the house where 
Nikola Tesla was born, the farm-buildings, reception 
center, cemetary and other premises linked to the envi¬ 
ronment of Tesla’s birth-place. At the same time we 
have contacts and talks with the representatives of (he 
Serbian Orthodox Church in Karlovac regarding the 
reconstruction of the St Peter and Paul parish church 
in Smiljan. As is well known Nikola Tesla’s father was 
parson in this church, and Tesla’s house of birth seiTed 
as a parish building. Our first task was to collect the 
documentation for all these objects, so that we could 
enable the experts to determine how they looked at the 
time of Tesla's birth and childhood. 1 may say that we 
came upon some photographs of the house where he 
was born and data which were not known till now. 
Exactly on the basis of this, designs and town planning 
documents have been elaborated for the whole Memo¬ 
rial Region Nikola Tesla in Smiljan These days we 
shall have to contract the beginning of works with the 
building and constmction companies. The works 
should begin m about a month’s time. This will be a 
large and professionally delicate operation because 
Tesla’s house of birth and the surrounding farm buil¬ 
dings will have to be thoroughly reconstructed and 
partly restored to the former condition. It will be the 
same with the restoration of the St Peter and Paul
